Tlie officers at 
both places having beoomo aware' of the 
practice, have been quietly ^doing^'tbeir 
beet lo defeat it, with^^tjie riSSUlti 'tboit 
iie iily every steamer/ fwjsome months, 
p ...St has been fcitiM to' have° pssseiigiBrs 
holding fraudulent certificates' of leave 
— in some cases tho description tallying 
ill no particular. Up to the presont-ihe 
Chinese found with fraudulent papers 
have been jieruiitled to enter by paying 
the Jn"'!! bead tax, but lliis mild course 
will not likely prevail in the future. 
The last China steamer, the I'artliia liad 
four Chinese holding certilicates origin- 
ally issued to other persoirs. 

The matter of the udditimi to our 
Chinese population from .San Francisco 
and llie .Sound ports is also hoiiig care- 
fully watcJied, with tho result that of 
late three persons liave been conipelloil 
to pay tho entrance fee of §.">0, wlio by 
their papers endeavored to catablisli the 
fact tliat they were among the exempt 
classes.

Well attended was each of the three 
Kcrvicus held in the now ,St. Aiidrew'a 
I'resbyterian Church on .Sunday last, 
nnd iiiaiiy were the expressions of ap- 
l)i'o\'al ill regard to the appearance, 
coinfort and acoustic properties of the 
new edifice. 

In the iiiorniiig every seat was filled 
and tho dedication sermon, a powerful 
and impressive one, was delivered by 
Rev. K. J. .Macdoiiiiell, of Toronto. Rev. 
1). Fraser, of the Fandora slreot Pres- 
byterian church, and the pastor of St. 
Andrew's, Rev. P. McF, Macleod, were 
also with him in the pulpit; while the 
music, especially suited to the occasion, 
was led by a united choir under Uie 
leadership of Air. J. G. Brown. The 
first lesson for the day was read by 
Rev. Mr. Fraser, from II. Chronicles, 
xi., eoinineiicing at the I'-th verse. Au 
anthem, "The Heavous arc Telling, 
followed, und Rev. Mr. Macleod leail in 

Eruyer, calling upon the Most High to 
less ii|;id sancti^ to His service, the 
church which His servants had just 
biiilt. 

I , The second lesson was found in First 
Coriiitbians, HI., from the 0th verse to 
tlie.cndi:aAd the text in the Epistle . , to 
thai Ephesians, ii. j;20:--VAiid are' built 
upon the foundation of the apostles and 
prophota, Jetus ('hrist Himself being 
tlie chief comer stone. " 

Before entering upon bis Lheme, the 
speaker called upon the congregation to 
join with him in prayer. His prayer 
was: "Thine, oh Cod, is the Glory, 
the I'ower and the .Majesty.

lieferriug lo his text. Rev. Mr. Mac- 
donnell opened his serinon by saying 
that this figure of referring lo the church 
of (Jod as a building was one very com- 
iiiim to the New Testament, and especi- 
ally to the Kiiiatles of St. Paul. In the 
passage from which the text was chosen 
the Cliurcli was referred to not only as 
a building, but as growing to an Holy 
Tomjile. .Soluinoii's temple waa the 
grandest edilice the world liaa ever seen, 
but its grandeur could not be compared 
to tliut of this building of human stones; 
this spiritual bouse hallowed by the 
Lord; this the Church of God, resting 
upon the corner-stone of Jesus Christ. 
Tnei'o were two or three things that 
were of necessity thought of in counec- 
tioii w ith this house. First: the found- 
ation stone on which the Church must 
rest. If Christ's Church, tho corner- 
stone could be nothing but Christ Him- 
self. The living corner-stone, Jcsub, 
was the Church in all ages. His temple, 
continually building, of living stones, 
could not rise but from the rock of 
Christ. He was a sure founda- 
tion, that would not crumble away, 
yield to the Just of time or the fires of 
persecution. Christ was a precious stono, 
a sure foundation, capable of sustaining 
the weight of His living church. It 
waa this foundation that the apostles of 
Christ built upon. Men try many other 
foundations. They are trying still to 
coiistriicl an enduring social fabric, upon 
other foundatimis; hut they would hnd 
tliat unless huilt upon Christ himself a 
liiirii society cannot be coiistrucled. 
Intellcotual ippreciatiou of Christ was 
not enough; iiieii must bo unilod to Him 
by living faith. 

This living lioiisc was built up of 
living iiieii; the saiiils, the believers, 
the men and woini'u who are to-day liv- 
iiiga life of devotion to Clirikt. We it is 
who are called to he Saints. We aie 
the iiiaterial.H of which tho ('buroh of 
Cnil is to he liiiill lip.

There is room 
fill the greatest variety and all different 
tt'iiipor.iiiieiits are united by the one 
coiiinion characteristic of Christliness 
In the life. The real sign of Christiaii 
character was t'hristliiiess; and our use- 
fulness was only according to the de- 
gree in which wo possessed Christliiicas 
ill our lives. 

'i'hcse living stones, to be fitted into 
their places in the temple of God, must 
all )>e hewn and fashioned. God had 
many workmen, and a great variety of 
means to do the work. 

In the fourth place, all tba living 
stones must bo fitted together witli the 
cement of love. In the communion of 
the saints only can these gifts of Ood be 
oiij.iyeil. One Christian, to bo a Chris- 
tiiui, slioiihl ever bo helping others, and 
at t III' s.iiiii; time leaning on olhors for 
help liiiiisi-'lf. Chiircli nii'iiihi-rs may 
try to bind tlicnisclv.'s together; they 
may unite for many diU'eronl reasons of 
taste or eoiiveniciice, lint no church can 
lioh! together if the individual nioiiibera 
are not knit together in love. 

I'aiil speaks of till.' whole as the holy 
loinplc; a temple of living stones, (lod 
(Iwrlln iiioro in the heart of a little child 
thiol he did in tho grand temple at .le- 
riis.ileiii. Tlie Christian's life consists 
ill doing whatever he does from holy 
molivoa. All work, secular or religious, 
to be -well doin^ must have its origin in 
right.

Last evening a social service, of wliicli 
music and addresses formed the prin- 
cipal parts, was held in the new ohurcb.

Panline, organist of tho church, ex- 
:)laiiied thai owing lo illness the jiastor, 
kov. Mr. .Macleod, was cnnipelled lo re- 
main at home. in the course of a brief 
opening address, Hon. .Mr. Robsou rcaa 
letters from Rev. Mr. Kiigg and Veu. 
\rehdeacoii .Sciiveii, regretting their 
iiialiility to be present. 

The evening's programme opened with 
the anthem "Glory to (Jod in the High- 
est," by the church choir, followed by 
tho tenor solo "Consolation," by Mr. 
Martin. 

Then Rev. Mr. Macrae was called 
upon for tba first aJdresa. He had not 
expected, he said, to break tho ice, 
but he supposed that tho cliuir- 
man knew beat. He had liad 
the pleasure of being with the peo- 
ple uf i:it. Andrew's only on occasions of 
especial interest. About two years ago 
he had been present to see Rev. Mr. 
Macleod inducted ibto the pastorate of 
tho church. Nine montlis ago he had 
again been with the people of St. An- 
drew's when the corner-stone of the new 
church was laid; and he now had the 
pleasure of meeting them again to con- 
gratulate them upon the beauty of . the 
completed edifice, which was certainly 
highly creditable to their enterprise and - 
to victoria. During tho past six years 
the Presbyt«rian Church in British Col- ' 
umbla had made great progress in every, 
way.

Now there were fifteen' minis- 
ters and eight churches; six of the 
latter had c6me over from the 
old church of Scotland, which 
had done much for Presbyterianism in 
British Columbia. During those sbc 
years "ten new churches liad been 
erected at an average, cost of §10,000. 
lu the matter of liberality the Presby- 
tery of British Columbia, although the 
smallest in Canada, was second in tho 
list; averaging !5515 per family or S12 per - 
connnunicant. After referring to the 
advance of church work in British 
Columbia, the reverend geutleinau 
closed hia address by praying that God 
would bless the servieea to be held iu 
the new St. Andrew's church. 

A baritone solo by Mr. Pauline fol- 
lowed; aud after it Rev. Dr. Reid was 
called ou for a speech. He was sur- 
prised, ho said, at being called on. Ho 
heard that there waa a little house 
warming to be held, aud so he had 
paid hia fare like Jonah an^ 
come in. Ho knew there waa to be sing- 
ing, but as he had a sore throat he felt 
safe as he sat down independently to 
oujoy himself. Since he had been called 
on, he would first give a message that 
he had been made the bearer of by his 
venerable colleague, Bishop Cridgo. The 
Bishop had unfortunately mot with an 
accident u few mouths ago, and now 
while not a lay-man he was a lame- 
man. The Bishop had greatly wished 
to be present in person, but it waa im- 
possible^ He had sent his best wishes 
to the people of St. Andrew's and his 
cougratulationa on the completion of 
their beautiful church. Continuing, Rev. 
Dr. Keid kept his audience in thorough 
good humor with his merry anecdotes, 
and'concluded by sajying that after try- 
ing to find something to find fault 
with in the church ha had to give it up. 
He found it light and comforliiable in 
every \v''y; with perfect acoustic pro- 
portica. The only thing that he oquld 
pick a quarrel with was there was still 
a little debt to be met. When that was 
removed he would complete hia con- 
gratulations. 

The next number on the programme 
was a most delightful solo by .Mr. Kent, 
upon the coiicliisioii of which Rev. E. 
D. Maclaren, of Vancotiver, addressed 
the audience. Ho first coinpliinentod 
the iiionibers of St, Andrew's upon the 
beauty of their new church. Ho con- 
gratulated them not only for himself, 
but for St. Andrew's, Viucouver. They, 
too, were contemplating tho building of a 
new cliurob — not so grand a one as this of 
course. People did not do anything ou 
such a scale in the littlo hamlet over 
the strailH. Tliey wore more iiiodesl. 
Perliaps Ihc perpetua! rains mii.de ihum 
so. Only one thing marred tlie bright- 
ness of the plsasaiit evening to him; 
und that was the absence of Rev. Mr.

After speaking 
feelingly of the sadness which some ex- 
poiienced in bidding good-bye to tho 
old church; and of the growing uao- 
fnlnens of young people in the church, 
advising the congregation to be loyal to 
their God and their minister, and so 
advance the church and tho cause of 
Christ, tho speaker closed by again 
congratulating the congregation upon 
the completion 'of their new house of 
worship. 

A solo by Mr. Des Brisay came next 
in order; Eev. Dr. Macdonnell of Tor- 
onto afterwards delivering an address'. 
When he received a note from his old 
friend, Mr. Macleod, asking him to 
proftch at the opening of hia new church, 
ho at firat thought Mr, Macleod must be 
crazy. It was in tho middle of winter 
at some parts of Ihn road, and mo he 
htisitated before accepting. T'ho in- 
ducements were too templing, however. 
Ho wanted to share in his friend's joy, 
though h« was sorry that .Mr. Macleod 
was so dovotod lo fashion thai he was 
unable to bo proseut. Another attrac- 
tion lliat drew him to tho coast waa the 
proaonco hero of two old Queens Col- 
lege boys; and of several old Church 
of Siotlaiid people here. He was 
glad to bear witness to tlie good 
results that had been lirouglit about by 
the union of the old eluircli of Scotland 
in Canada, with the I'resljyteriaii church 
'jf Canada. Ho was a Now Brunswick 
"blue-iioBo" by birth, and had in bis 
early life been ready lo back New 
Brunswick againt tho world. He wan 
still, but ho liad learned to see that 
there was more in the word Canada than 
Now Brunswick. Iliarficeiit trip across 
tho country had shown hiin more Hjati 
ho ever kuo.w before of tho greulnosa, of 
the extent and resourcus of this wide 
Dominion. Auother reason ho had for 
eoinlug west was that he wished to 
study home missions at home.

Tho Opposition bavs made repeated 
attempts to breute tba impreaaioa that 
the policy of the present Govermneht'is 

to transform the educutioQal system ol 
the prorineo into a political uiaehiue. 
The Minister uf Education is repre 
lented as endeavoring to make tht 
teachers feel that they are completely 
ia his power, in order that he may use 
them to further the party ends he has 
in view. Loose aeousatloiis of this kind 
are made in the picHS and on tho tloor oi 
the Legislative Assembly. They have 
been answered and have been demon 
strated to be false. But exposure of 
the groundlessness of a charge never 
prevents tho Opposition from repeating 
it when it suits their purposes. Wc 
are compeilod to believe that some ol 
its meinbera make fal^e accusation 
knowing tlietn to be false. 

Last winter a prominent member of 
the Oppoaition^,.had:.''tho. ^temerity to 
charge the liiiji1st«r of Education with 
seeking to obtain undue power over the 
teachers of the province. He asserte 
that the trend of legislation had beei 
in thut direction since the party now in 
power had control ol the Hou-'se. Tiiu 
minister was not slow to avail hiniseli 
of BO farorable an opportunity to show 
that the charge yras giroatidleu, and he 
did so most effectually. He proved 
from the statute book that the tend- 
ency of recent kgiskitiou had been in 
the opposite direction. His opponcnta 
had disfrancliiiied the touchers and had 
decapitated tlicm wholesale for alleged 
political offences. One of tho iirst 
measures of the party to which the 
Minister of Education belongs was t<> 
restore tho franchise to the teachers, 
and in other respects to place 
them in a more indepondunl 
position. The men who now form 
the Opposition deprived the teachcis of 
the most important privilege of citizens; 
the men who aro accueeil uf oppressing 
them gaye them back tlnit privilege. 
On the occiu^ion just referred to, the 
Minister produced evidence of the fact 
that only a few months before, the vtiry 
membor wjio' bad- made the charge 
against the' Educational Department 
had clamored for tho blood of one of tlic 
foremost teachers in the jirovinco for no 
better reason than that lie liad in llic 
legitimate ereicise of liis right, as an 
elector, opposed that inoniber H return to 
tb* Assembly. 

Although the organ of tho Opposition 
knows that the party in p^ower have not 
only not deprived ' the teachers of any 
right or privilege that they ever pos- 
sessed, but have rostoic.il to them rigbta 
taken from them by their opponents, it 
is so unprincipled as to repeat the stale 
accusations which wero only last wintei- 
■0 completely disproved. On Saturday 
It baa a leader, headed " Degrading the 
Schools," in which it repeats the ex- 
ploded itatemeuts, flavoring them with 
the spice of personal malignity. It uh- 
serts that ijif teach. t in Bi itish Cnhiiii 
bia.is completely "uiulur the ihuinl)" of 
the Minister of Bduotlion who, through 

"The bureau over which he presides, 
amends tho educational act at pleasure 
to suit his whims and caprices it (tlie 
bureau) directs and enntrolH tho exanii 
nations for certilicate.-! — it [uactiealiy 
engages the teachers for the schools ol 
tho province —it cancels certiiicutes al 
will, it pays the salaries nf tlie tenchei - 
— it coerces tho school trustees wbdse 
functions aio circumscribed to purely 
clerical and executive duties, and il 
manipulates the teachers ivlio can be 
coerced in the intercut of tho faction 
responsible for this shameful condition 
of affairs," 

This, it must ho admitteil, is a terrible 
bill of indictment, but, luifoi tunaiuly 
for its authors, it may IruthfuUy and 
fittingly be answeri-d in tho words whicli 
the hito Mr. I'opo, Minister of Itail- 
ways, replied to similar railing accusa- 
tions, "Mr. Speaker, there ain't nothing 
to it." There is really nothing in thif 
windy denunciation. Hvcryono whf' 
knows anything »\wn{. tlm legislati(Mi on 



whatever it chooses to assert respeoting 
them. It therefore believes that it is nafe 
in grossly misrepresenting the law ujid 
ti\e nature of the changes made in it by 
the party now in power. Such journal- 
iani is utterly di8credital)le. Our eon- 
leuiporary takes care not to attempt 
to prove any of its statements and accu- 
sations. It knows well enough that 
thoy cannot be proved. If anyintelli- 
gcnl reader who takes iin interest in 
this matter, refers to the statute book 
and compares the scliool law as it is now 
to what it wan a few years ago, when 
Mr. Beavcn wiw iircmier, ho will see 
how audaciously unscrupulous the organ 
of tho Opposition is in misrepresenting 
both the law and tho powers ot the 
Minister of Education. 

The Times nuikes a comparison be- 
tween the school system of Ontario and 
that of this province to show how much 
more free from governmental .control 
that of the former is. But the writer 
ought to have known that there is a 
very easontial diflerence between the 
school systunis of the two provinces.

In this province 
with tho exception of a small coutri 
butioujrom each of the four cities pos 
aessing free high schools every dollar of 
tho cost of the public schools of all 
grades comes direct from tlie public 
leasnry, lb will, therefore, be scou at 
once that there is a' necessity for goy- 
mncntal control in [iritisli Columbia 
that (loos not exist in Ontiuio; and yet 
Kducatimi is a department of the Ou- 
CoveiniMcnt which is presided 
over by one of its membera. In saying 
that in Ontario "the . Govemmout 
powerless to interfere with the manage 
}iunt of any school" our contemporary 
suites what is not the fiict.

Wo 
have soon that there were; raised^- in the 
municipalities over tKroB millions of 
doUurs for school purposes. The legis- 
lative grant is very little more than a 
quartoi; of a million— hardly one-twelfth 
of what was raised directly from the 
ratepayers. Tho conclusion to ho drawn 
from this is that tho municipalities, 
paying by far tho greater part of the 
sum required for the maintenanoo of 
the schools, should have a proportionate 
share in their management. Kut tho 
power exerciiod by the tJovernniont 
over tho public schools of Ontario io by 
no means insignlfiiantfand' the way in 
which it has exeroised lllat ' power, or 
rather refrained froni exercising it.'^will 
he on6 of the main issues at the next 
provincial general election.

THE MARITIME' FBOVINCES. 

The accounts from- Nora Scotia are 
cheering. The year has been a prosper- 
ous ono for the inhabitimts of that pro 
viuce. The harvest liaa been abundant. 
The farmers, therefore, ought to be 
satislioii, and many of tlieui arc 
thankful. Tho fisheries, except thi 
sfiore fisheries,, Uayd been fairly auc 
cessful. The lumber trade has been 
brisk and profitable. Tlie niinos liaio 
done well. There has been a large 
output of coal, and thero hr.s liec 
a rich yield from tlio gold mine 
The year for the shipowners 
has been piarticularly good. Freights 
have beeu unusually high and the 
profits have been correspondingly great, 
ranging from twenty to sixty per cent 
Tho factories liavo been ruiininf,' full 
time, and have paid well. Tlie bank 
have boon doing a good business, and 
the (lividonda have been satisfactory. 
Tho failures have been few and liabili- 
ties the lowest on record. Railway eoU' 
struction has been vigoronsly pushed, 
and business generally in the province 
is in a healthy condition, t'olitics 
(lear to be (lat iti Nova Scotia just now. 

I'rinoe Ivlwanl Island is prospering. 
I'iVen tho croakers are forced to admit 
that jtl^e. times are not too, bad. The 
island province is becoming more and 
more oxcl.isivuly uf^ricultural, and a 
;^ood crop ensuriia plenty. The fishing 
has not been paiticularly successful. 
Tlie lolii<ter lisliiiig lias been overdone, 
and the compldint is that the mackerel 
have been driven from the coaat by new 
methods of fishing, seines, traps, etc. 
But more attenti(m is paid to tho culti- 
vation of the land, which well rcpay.i 
good treatment. The Provincial Ifouse 
of Asaonibly baa been (libsolvc<l, and 
politics will be lively there for a while. 

In new Brunswick a general election 
is in progress. ^Th'e franbhiae'r was con- 
siderably extended last year, and ac- 
cording to usage, the new electors are 
allowed the earliest possible opportunity 
of eieroising their powers. Tho issues do 
not seem to be very important. The fight 
is between the Ins and the Outs. Tlio 
Uovernment is aqoused ' of biding ex - 
trayaganii and pf using tho public 
money so as to increase its strength 
politically. It is also blamed for not 
fiillilliii;; its promises with respect to 
the abolition of the Legislative Council. 
It appears very hard to get rid of these 
Councils in the Maritime Provinces 
which are of about as much use as the 
fifth wheel to a coach. The Blair Gov- 
orninont is making a good fight and tho 
circuiiiatanci! of its bringing on tho 
chictidii lieforo the term of tho Aa- 
scnihly lias ovpirod bliows that it has 
conlidenco in its populaiity. Now 
Bruuswisk does not brag much about its 
prosperity but it appears to be doing 
fairly well. It lias almrdy, industrious 
population, which is aiiro to progress in 
spite of all disadvantages and draw- 
backs. 



TiiR Times ought to bo a little more 
careful.

OUH 111 tho niae-GruliK Stiite. 

i!t Is Bomowhat bard for an outside 
barbarian to understand wby "Col- 
onolfl" aro so plentiful In Kentucky. 
In the lirst place IContuclcy furnishod 
a groat many Boldiure, both to the 
Northern and Soutliorn armies, dur- 
ing: the war, .and naturally some of 
these soldlors are sure enough Col- 
oncla by rank and service. Others 
who were minor officers, or perhaps 
high privates, are now dubbed Col- 
onels 'by way of courtesy. Then wo 
have a very few Colonels who hold 
over from the Mexican war, and there 
.are other Colonels of militia, like the 
Louisville Legion, who come by their 
titles honestly. The Governor of Ken- 
tucky haa the privilege of appointing 
persons on his stall with the rank of 
Colonel. These Colonels are expects 
ed to look pretty and martial at the 
Governor's ball and to ride horseback 
\7hon the Governor hoads a procession. 
Tliu lust duty frequently gives thom 
groat pain and anxiety. There are 
scores and;^8opf ea ;,of, these,; Gpr^tnor- 
Btaff Colonels lii this proud old'Cbm- 
monwoalth. 

Sonio executives have been more 
lavish than others in the distribution 
of these gilded honors. That kindly 
old gentleman, Governor Luke Black- 
burn, D., was fond of creating 
Colonels. During his term he made 
some sixty Colonels in the city of 
Louisville alone, if I romombcr the 
lif^'ures correctly. There are various 
reasons wiiich entitle a man to this 
guboriiiilorial compliment. Colonel 
Will Hays is a Colonel because he is 
sucli :i giftiMl poet, while Colonel Al- 
bert Diet/.man was given his title by 
Governor Knott because he , was the 
greatest business manager on earth. 

I trust thcK(! facts will make it some- 
what clearer to the wondering North- 
erner why Colonels are so plentiful in 
Kentucntt^. t But there, are other xea- 
Bons. ntany" prominent citizens 'are 
hOnorod with this complimentary title 
simply as a rec()t,'-iiition of tlieir merit 
by the community. Thus every man 
who conducts a large distillery is ipso 
facto a Colonel; for Instance, Colonel 
John M. Atherton. or Colonel Tom 
Shorloy. Kvory prominent railroad 
official is also a Colonol; for instance, 
Colonel Milton H, Smith. Every Con- 
grossmnn is a Colonel, as Colonel 
Asher G. Caruth. Every man with a 
Governmuat oUico is a Colonel; as 
Colonel George Du llelie. Every great 
editor Is a Colonel, like'Colouel Henry 
"Watterson. The Chief of the Police 
.Dopartinoiit is a do facto Colonol, as 
Colonol Wood. Then there aro other 
genllemoM who aro Colonels because 
no other title lits thorn. But tho law 
on tho subject is a little vaguo and 
has never boon formulated by tho 
Lo^^i.-jlaturo.

The title of Major Is' compar- 
atively rare, ami, therefore, is really 
more of a distinction than Colonol. 
Only i)i'orainont jjeoplo who have ston 
actual service wear the title; for in- 
stance, Major Ed Hughes and Major J. 
Wasliington Wann. But still if you 
call a Major a (Jolonol he is not likely 
to get ni!ui at you. By the observance 
of these few rules I have jotted down, 
the strani,'cr can get along in Ken- 
tucky without committing, any serious 
breach of etiquette.— Louisville Post

He hurried homo- 
ward l)y forced marches, but on the 
last day ho found his Impetuous course 
barred by a bridgoloss river, and 
when, after long and anxious waiting, 
ho mMna;,Td to lind a boat to cross In, 
ho was mot by messongors bearing tho 
sad tidings that his dearly l^ved wife 
had Jtist died, before he could arrive 
to press her hand for tlio last tinio and 
say adieu. "My wife co\ild not wait 
for mo," WHS all that the stoical war- 
rior would trust himself to say, as he 
stood there as If frozen by the shook.

After the usual aiiiuuincciiienl that 
an election would bo hold on 'I'liuraduy 
the Kith iiist,, hud lieeu made by the 
returning officer, tho gentlemen present 
adjourned to the City Hall for the pur- 
pose of listening to the different candi- 
dates. 

Mayor (Jrant returned thanks to tho 
electors for the honor they had done 
him iu returning liiin by acclamation. 
He assured them that he always did his 
best to conaervo the interests of Vic- 
toria. He felt sure that all meuibers of 
the board worked -with the buiuc object, 
the good of the city. The annual re- 
port would soon bu placed before the 
ratepayers, « hen it would be aeeu that 
the total expenditure for tho j'ear was 
in the uoigliliorhood uf §4()(),()0U; being 
over two thirdaof tho total expendiliire 
in British Colunibiu. The civic revenue 
had jjrown during 1889 iirproportimi to 
thu increased expenditure, which was 
double that . of any former year. It 
(tbe revenue) was growing year by year 
aud would soon be' large enough to en- 
able the council 'to - undertake many 
long needed' improvements, long needed 
but~i)pt undertaken on account of the 
want of suffitiient ironey by the corpora- 
tion. Tho water works system, espec- 
ially tho distribution service iu the city, 
had been greatly improved during the 
year past, and would be still further 
prosecuted during 1890; so that there 
ahould be sufficient water in every 
part of tho oily to fight any fire that 
might occur. During thu year just 
chised the tire ilepartiiient had been 
greatly improved by the ULlcliliiin of new 
apparatus; and when a chemical engine 
Wiia provided, the cost would UI1I3' be 
about J'J.IMX), Victoria would have a 
fire acrvice for its size, second to none iu 
America. Fortunately the city had 
made great progress of late, both in 
business aud in values, and tho indica- 
tions all pointed to the fact that next 
year would aeev eveu greater progress. 
Ho (Mayor llmnt) closed bis address by 
again thanking his constituents for the 
renewal of their couliileiice, which he 
assured them he would strive to merit. 

Mr. Fell saitl ho would like to ask his 
worship Olio question. Had not tho re- 
tiring council left .?;')3,000 ot debt for 
tho new hoard to meet? iiow did the 
city stand tiiiaiicially V 

.Mayor Uniiit repliol that the balance 
sheet would be is.sued in u few days. 
He did not think that tho liiibilitiea for 
the now council to meet reached tho 
figure named by Mr. Fell. There were 
a number of contracts now in bund, not- 
ably that for the now addition to the 
city hall, which tho council of 1890 
would have to pay for. 

Mr. Fell enquired by what right the 
board of 1889 entered iuto these con- 
tracts t. Why ■ did ibe^not leave them 
for tbe council of 1890 to deal with ? 

Mayor Grant thought that it was a 
matter for the ratepayers to decide 
whether or not their representatives had 
acted wisely. 

Aid. McKillican was the next speaker. 
Ho said that one year ago he had so- 
licited the votea of the rutepayer.a iu 
order that lie uiiglit carry out certain 
improvemeiils in N'atea street wurd, 
which in past years had heuii robbed of 
her share of the revenue by the other 
wards. He had been olccLcd, and lie 
hail in a great iiieusiue succeeded in ac- 
coiiiplishing what he luul undertaken, 
ile instanced Iho cutting of tho new 
road through the acliool resorva, alao 
the grading mid gravelling of certain 
Btreets, etc. lie asked the electors to 
return him to the cjuiicil of 1890 that 
lio might coiiiplete lii.a good work for the 
waril. After couiiiientiiig upon the in- 
cre««cd building activity In Yatea Street 
ward during 1,SH9, the itnprovementa in 
llie water distribution service and in 
the sanitary condition of the city, etc., 
he concluded his remarks by referring 
lo tbe fact tbut in personal property, as 
shown by tho faxea paid, Llio China- 
town of Victoria, was worth more than 
the wliole city of Vancouver. This 
went to show that after all Vaiicouvur 
was a very small speok when cuinparcd 
with Tiotoria. 

Mr. Josbnal.HoUand; on -coming for 
ward, said that the.-rtMDdsome vote he 
had received last year, together with 
the parsoual aolioitationa of many rate- 
payers, had induced bim to come before 
the people on this occasion, and usk 
them to return him as representative of 
.lohiison street ward. Tlie ratepuye 
know him, iiiid he was oonfidoiit would 
vote for him. If elected, he assured 
thorn he would aervu the city to the 
besl of his ability, faithfully and hon- 
estly. 

Mr. Maurice Ifuiiilier and Mr. John 
Robertson followed with short siieeohcs 
iu which they urged tho ratepayers to 
elect them (or .liiliiisou ,sti-eet ward. 

Mr. A. .1. ^iiiitii was sorry that the 
balance sheet for ]HS<) m as not yet is- 
suod, 80 that cuudidatea could discuss it. 
He had reason Co believo that tho .show- 
ing was not what it sliotdd be. fie had 
served the city before at tho council 
board, and if elected would again do ho 
faithfully. I'or four yeais out of the 
live he held ollice, he hud been chair- 
mnii of oho water committee, and he us- 
suriid tho rutcpayKiH that while tho im- 
irovomonts iu this dcpurtiiient had 
icon extensive duriiie tho past year, tho 
revenue from rents vfna not what it 
should he. Another mutter ho wished 
to refer to was the sewerage loan by- 
Inw recently voted on, and which had 
been defeatud becuuau it was not pro- 
seuted in proper shape. It was for tho 
new council to present another by-law 
that would meet the approval of tho 
citi/.ons. If elected he would givu his 
atlciition to the subject of sowura 
aud do all in iiis power to advance 
prosperity of the city. 

There being no other speakers the 
meeting thereupon dispersed.
